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1. At a meeting on 27 August 1952, forwarded a

aka FBCBflCA, previously reported in HAVA-11000 ae being a euspected 
RTs agent, HAVA-11000 stated that PRANTNER was posing as a CIC 
emplo yee, but that the individuals whoa he had approached suspected 
that he was actually recruiting for the RXS, Our checking with CIC 
revealed that they had employed PRANTNER as a casual informant but 
failed to give any indication that Gin had charged him with specific 
recruiting tasks, A sumaary of the Z1 and ^3 re P or ^* 

is contained in the following paragraphs. 

2, During late July and early August 1952, PRANTNER 
contacted two former Bupo Wien Kriarinalbeamten who had been discharged 
from the Bupo because of their activity for the Gestapo during World 
War H. FRANTNER attempted to recruit these two individuals for 
unspecified investigative tasks, to be carried out under his direction, 

provided the following Information concerning the two men 
approached tsj FRANTNER.

According to an eat 17 in 
the Stref registering , on 15 Kerch 1940, KEISTER was con- 
demned to six aonths 1 Imprisonment by the fieslrksgerlcht 
Obervarth; nature of the charge unknown* 



During the period 1938-45, HKTSTJflt, a member of 
Bupo Wlea, served with the Gestapo in Austria* fie was 
released without pension from the police in 1945* During 
the period 1945-48, he worked for a time as a representative 
of U3IA in Western Europe; also for the publication Per Stern* 
At present unemployed* 

3* C/ — i learned of PRARTHER's recruitment attempts 

through casual conversation with BROEDL and KEISTER, both of whom 
£L L3 has known for many fears, having served with them in the 
Bupo Wien, HEX3TE& described FRAfiTKEfi’s proposition but did not state 
what action he had taken concerning it* BROEDL declared that he was 
much interested in the proposition and had already provided PRAtfTJGS 
with a photograph and a short biographical statement* 

4* ) reported that BROEDL had stated that 

PSANTMER's approach represented the second recent intelligence em- 
ployment opportunity which bad coma to his attention* BRDHJL then stated 
that during July Johann SAKFTZER had personally visited Vienna and had 
contacted several of his former police colleagues* BROEDL said that 
he had not personally seen 3AHITZKR but had heard (source unknown) 
that SAX2TZER had remained in Vienna for seme time, residing somewhere 
in the Z Beslrk* It was BROEDL’ s opinion that SAKITSQt had visited 
Vienna in order to see his wife, who resides in Vienna, and in order 
to recruit personnel to assist him in his new position with the Evst 
German police* BROEDL could give no precise data concerning the 
SAXTIZER position with the East German police but stated that he had 
heard only that SAWTZER occupied a "high" post* BROEDL tola CL. JH 
that he was very interested in contacting SAWTZKR and would gladly move 
to East Germany to work for SAKITZER* 

5* CL also learned that PRINT REE is often seen in 

the company of one Herta KREBS, and that on oceasioo KREBS has parti- 
cipated in attempts to recruit various former detectives of Bupo Wien*

6* CosmbUi Vo are rechecking with CIC to determine 
the exact role of PBAVTHEE and the nature of hie activities for CIC* 
While both ^ and C convinced that PEAVTKEH is 

working for the HIS, we have no information which definitely proves 
this tie* At the present tine we cannot assess the truth of the 
BHDKDL story concerning SAKITZS&'s appearance in Vienna* SAMITZE&'e 
presence and role in the Hast German police have been the subject of 
much recent rmor, but this is the first Indication of his presence 
in the Vienna area* £1 1 will continue his casual contact with 

BBGHDL and HEI3TEBL at the present tine we are name-checking the 
individuals involved; results will be forwarded in a subsequent pouch* 
Our files indicate that Anton BHOEDL was formerly a 3AV2T ZEE staff 
member, working in the SA1HT2SH section charged with capture and 
exploitation of Soviet w/r operators parachuted into Austria*
